INDIAN GIRLS OPPOSE 
BURIAL OF WHITE MAN | 


Kansas City Police Protect Mourn- 
ers at Funeral in Old Wyan- 
dotte Graveyard. 


KANSAS CITY, Kan., Oct. 24.—The | 
body of Frank Espy, a white man, was 
buried. today in Huron Cemetery, in the | 
heart of the business district here, while | 
Helena Conley, a descendant of Wyan- 
dotte Indians; stood at the head of the 
grave and delivered the Wyandotte 
Indian curse on the dead man’s soul and 
on those responsible for the burial in the 
old Indian cemetery. The curse was de- 
livered in a low tone, most of it in the 
Indian language. 

The grave was dug today under police 
protection after the burial had been de- 


layed twenty-four hours by the Conley | 
sisters, Helena, Lydia and Ida. Police- | 
men stood by the Indian woman during 
the burial and several times. took hold 
of her when she waved her arms wildly 
— delivering the curse. 
the pallbearers = the open 
grave with the. body ma stepped 
rward and raised her ‘arm.

At the meeting of the Conservatives 
at the Cariton Club which resulted in 
the’ breaking up of the Coalition Gov- 
ernment, Mr. Bonar Law said that in 
his opinion ‘it was more important to 
unite the party than to win the elec- 
tion.

LOOSE TALK OF “ BANKRUPTCY.” 
The reported discussion by the Ger- 
man Cabinet whether the Government 
had. not best “declare bankruptcy ” 
in the matter of reparations seems 
lafgely to concern a matter of termi- 
nology. Such a declaration would not 
greatly alter the situation as it has 
existed ever since the Government's 
announcement to the Reparation Com- 
mission that “ Germany ynder pres- 

“ent congitions is unable to con- 
** tinue cash payments.”.. But as a 
matter of fact, the use of the word 
et bankruptcy " as applied to European 
‘nations has of late become so ex- 
tremely elastic as to be confusing. 

A couple of years ago we had the 
newspaper assertion that the recent 
Huropean bélligerents, not excepting 
France and England, were ‘* bank- 
rupt.” The reason then assigned was 
‘that they. were| not redeeming their 
paper currencies in gold and that their 
circulating notes were’ selling on the 
market at a discount. Later on, it 
was: insisted that the same Govern- 
ments were ‘* bankrupt’’ because they 
were not paying ‘current interest on 
their indebtedness to the United 
States. Now it is Germany who is or | 
is to be ** bankrupt” because her 
Government is not meeting reparation 
payments, 


Use of the word might possibly be 
defended in these cases. But if Eng- 
land and. France ‘were bankrupt in 
1920, because their paper currencies 
‘were not redeemed in gold and were 
selling. at a discount, then the United 
States was also bankrupt between 
1862 and 1879. Moreover, since: the 
Entente States and Germany were still 
raising loans and paying their ordi- 
nary bills, bankruptcy did not seem 
exactly to describe: their situation.
